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Section Chief FR^ J. BAUMGARDNER called today with / 
reference to th e affidavits su bmitted to Bureai by Dallas 
airtel, l/29/64,~no/ing that they did not have a notary seal 
on them. He instructed that these be resubmitted and that 
they be duly sworn to and subscribed before a notary public 
of Dallas County, State of Texas. 

Mr. BAUMGARDNER instructed that I call the New Orleans 
Office and request that affidavits previously submitted by 
that office be resubmitted anl that they be notarized by a 
notary public. He said if New Orleans had no notary public 
in the office, then they should call the Bureau. 

I called the New Orleans Office and in the absence of 
the SAC, talked with JOE T. SYLVESTER, who advised they did 
not have a notary public in that office, but that be would call 
FRED BAUMGARDNER at Bureau for further instructions. 
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
